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The medieval garrison city of Bredevoort is located near Aalten апа Winterswijk in de 
Achterhoek (Gld). It had a castle but when lightning struck a gunpowder tower, it 
destroyed parts of the castle as well as the town. As was custom in those early days, 
the town had a Schutterij to protect its citizens. Today they continue to celebrate this 
tradition with a Fair and Parade. It is also proud of it’s many book stores. To read

Special Resolution to alter the Constitution of Dutch Society “Neerlandia” of WA Inc 


PREFACE 

When the Constitution was adopted in June 2019, there was an unintended typographical error made in one 
segment of the constitution. This came about, presumably by error. It relates to Division 1 — Membership. 
If members can visualise a keyboard on their personal computer, they would recognise that the key for 8 
sits immediately above the key for 5. It is for this presumed reason that this error occurred. Therefore, the 
below mentioned alteration is needed to correct this error. 


Current position 


Division 1 — Membership 

4. Eligibility for membership 

(1) Any person who supports the objects or purposes of the Association is eligible to apply to become a member. 
(2) An individual who has not reached the age of 15 years is not eligible to apply for a class of membership that 
confers full voting rights. 


Proposed amendment. 

Division 1 — Membership 

4. Eligibility for membership 

(1) Any person who supports the objects or purposes of the Association is eligible to apply to become a member. 
(2) An individual who has not reached the age of 18 years is not eligible to apply for a class of membership that 
confers full voting rights. 


This change as well as the Rules set out below were adopted unanimously at our AGM on Sunday 15th October 
2023. 


Rules & By-Laws for the Dutch Society Neerlandia of WA Inc 


1. | These rules complement our Constitution adopted in June 2019. These rules are to set out the 
expected conduct of members and how the Executive of the Committee can deal with issues, where 
these rules have not been complied with. 

2. These rules bind every member to the same extent as if every member has agreed to be bound by all 
their provisions and the Constitution of Dutch Society Neerlandia of WA Inc. 

3. Every member would understand the general code of conduct and there should be no need to restate 
these within these rules. However, to be completely open and transparent, and to avoid any 
disputations by members, all rules are set out within these by-laws so that every member and guest 
can be guided by what is and what is not acceptable behaviour. 

4. | When reference is made in these By-Laws to “The Executive”, it means President, Vice President, 
Secretary & Treasurer of the Society from time to time. 


General Conduct. 

1. | № member shall falsely accuse another member of any misconduct. IF such misconduct is 
suspected, or known, that member should inform anyone in the Executive. 

2. Мо member deserves to be vilified or discriminated based on their colour, race, religion, profession, 
trade, sexuality, or any other grounds. 

3. Drunkenness, foul language, and violent behaviour will not be tolerated under any circumstances. 
Any such behaviour will mean immediate removal from our premises. 

4. Апу member who destroys, damages, or loses any property belonging to the Society, shall pay the 
total cost for their replacement. 

5. | No member shall remove any property from the premises of the Society, be they books, newspapers, 
or any other items, unless they are duly authorised to do so. 

6. | No member shall cause for any notice, advertisement, or any other document to be posted on any part 
of our surroundings, or placed upon tables, without first having obtained permission from the 
Executive. 

7. Members are allowed to bring a guest to any club function or function organised by the Society. 
However, the Executive have the right to refuse entry of that guest if he or she is a known undesirable 
or considered to be undesirable. In such cases, a member of the Executive shall inform the member of 
this decision, and the member will ask the guest to leave, or both guest and member leave the event.

Dress Standards. 


All members and guests shall be suitably dressed when attending any function or event. Bare feet, 
thongs, and bare torsos will not be tolerated. 


Membership Fees. 


If a member’s annual fees have not been paid after two (2) months after the due date, they will be 
notified of the fees being outstanding. Should fees remain outstanding for another month, under 
tule 12(4) of the constitution, the member will cease to be a member. The Executive has the 
discretion to retain a member on the Members List, having taken into account known special 
circumstances about the member, which may have caused the delay in payment. 


Remedial Action by the Executive.

The Executive can bring any member accused of breaching any of these rules or By-Laws before 
either the Executive or the entire Committee. 

The member can explain their actions and give an account as to why their membership should be 
maintained and not suspended or terminated.

Determine a form of monetary compensation to make good that which was destroyed, broken, or 
injured,

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A big dive back in time. 
A member gave me a book by the title “De grote automerken — KLASSIEKE 
RASAUTO’S UIT DE HISTORIE” BY Ralph Stein. 


I am not a car enthusiast but am interested in the history of its creation. 

When I read the first chapter, I was both amused and amazed. To appreciate this translated 
story, you need to bring yourself into a time period, when you had no knowledge about cars. It 
was new technology no-one had seen or used before. Within the translation I may provide a 
comment or observation. These will appear in brackets and red Italics. 

In the beginning the rare sensitive motorist understood that he was driving a better than 
ordinary car, because that early motorist, in general, was a very poor driver. He was a man of 
the 19" century, and it was impossible to expect him to suddenly being able to handle 
machines, which moved with a frightening speed of 40 km/hour, very well. Furthermore, it was 
also an impossibility for him to understand the intricacies of how the car was put together. The 
most complicated machines that the man of the 19" Century knew about was the Steam 
Locomotive and the Sewing Machine of his wife. 

It is most likely that he would not have used or operated either of these machines. He certainly 
would have owned a watch but had little knowledge of the mystery of how it worked. 

It is therefore no wonder that when he said goodbye to his bicycle or horse and buggy, and 
crawled, full of fear, behind the steering wheel of his car, that he didn’t know what to do with 
this new machine. Changing gears without that awful crunching noise of cogs engaging with 
another larger cog, or disengaging the engine was all an horrific nightmare. When all said and 
done, he had no understanding of the purpose and relationship between the need for cogs to 
drive the wheels. When there was the slightest disturbance through which the engine wouldn’t 
start, or the car would suddenly stop and not go any further, presented a complete riddle for the 
motorist. As a rule, he would then resort to a farmer’s draft horse. Often, he would have a faint 
understanding of the difference between oil and petrol. Such pitiful feat of 19 Century 
ignorance can be found in an article written in 1902 about cars and driving cars, by Sir Alfred 
Harmsworth. This sad story is cited from a diary from a certain Mr & Mrs Koosens. 

Mr Koosens said: “When I was on holiday in Germany in 1895, I saw an advertisement from a 
car manufacturer, with a picture of a car. My wife thought that it looked nice, so she ordered 
one. At that time, I had never seen a car and imagined that all you needed to do is sit down, 
press a knob, and the machine would do the rest. In the end, the car arrived at Portsmouth 
Station on the 21“ of November 1895.” 

“In a letter from the 
manufacturer I was informed 
that all I needed to do was turn 
the flywheel (crankshaft?) 
towards me to start the engine. 
I did that until it became dark 
#4 with the only result being a pair 
© of worn gloves.” 

Mr. Koosens, by now found his 
concerns were overwhelming, 
because he goes on to say: - “I 
now cite from the diary of my 
wife (I myself don’t keep a 
diary).” 

“23 November — Went by train 
to Lee to try and get the engine 


The car does not want to start, why? How long do I try? 
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started. It didn’t go. Home 5 o’clock.” 

“24 November — Extremely cold. Fiddled with the car. No result.” 

“25 November — After lunch kept myself busy with our car but couldn’t get it out of our shed.” 
“26 November — Drove to Lee to collect Smith and Penning. (Mechanics): Penning spent the 
day on his back without a result.” 

“27 November — Drove to Lee. First to T. White & Co to get oil, but they gave us 20 litres of 
the stuff salesmen use for the lights in their peddler carts. That was no good for our car, which 
as а result didn’t want to run. 

“30 November — The motor worked for the first time using Benzol. I was extremely pleased.” 
“2 December — Waiting on new oil from Bowley & Son.” 

“9 December — At 10 o’clock we drove to Lee. The motor started straight away and ran very 
well. After lunch drove home with the car. Drove through Fareham. It was a nice drive. We 
were noticed by the Police. Near Gosham a crowd of people came after our car. Had to chase 
them away with my umbrella.” 

“10 December — At half past one, a Police Officer rang the doorbell and wrote down our name 
because we drove through Fareham without someone having walked in front of our car with a 
red flag.” (What? Did they have laws like that already? A form of traffic lights?) 

“13 December — Drove around a bit in the park. A tyre fell off. Sent this off to Penning.” 

“16 December — By train to Fareham. Met with Mr Heckett & Hobbs (from Hide & Hobbs 
Solicitors) and went to Court together. It was an extremely dirty building. Hobbs pleaded a 
very good case for motorists. (See the Police reports) That silly Judge convicted us to a fine of 
one shilling and costs for the whole thing of 15s 6d.” 

“27 December — Scared an unattended horse from a milkman, which started to run with as a 
result, all the milk cans flew in every direction.” 

“31 December — Belts slipped a lot and needed tightening. © 

“4 January 1896 — Lost the screw to the air valve. Had to push the car all the way home.” 

“6 January — Stranded once again. The line from the petrol tank to the carburettor was blocked. 
“14 January — Motor stopped working. Made a lot of noise. Sent it to Penning.” 

“19 January — Drove to Eastney Lock today. Jack had to get out to hold onto unattended horses 
standing beside the road. I drove the car into the verge and bent the frame. Parked it in a nearby 
stable.” 

“14 April — Battery is empty. Delivered it to Penning for them to recharge.” 

“19 April — Collected the recharged battery and went to Lee. The car didn’t drive that well, so 
brought the battery back again.” 

“22 April — Collected the battery and the engine started straight away. For the first time drove 
45 Km in 31/2 hours.” (A speed of between 12 & 13 Кт / Hour) 


Today, we take driving a car for granted and it has so many improvements over the past 
100 plus years. Today you will have the following inclusions, Automatic transmission, 
Radio, Cassette, CD, USB, GPS, Cameras, Automatic wipers as well as safety features of 
seat belts, air bags and special impact absorbing panels within the body work. Even, that 
“knob” that Mr Koosens thought would start his car is today a reality.

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Bredevoort, the Boekenstad 


Bredevoort is a small village in the municipality 
\ of Aalten, in the region of Achterhoek in 
FS the Netherlands, very close to the German border. It is 
between the towns of Aalten and Winterswijk. Only 
about 1,600 people live there. 
Today they name Bredevoort also “Bredevoort 

Flag & Coat of Arms of Bredevoort _| Boekenstad” (Bredevoort book town). There are now 
more than twenty second-hand book shops in the town. 


History: 

The name Bredevoort appears for the first time in 1188, when the earl of Steinfurt tried to 
sell his share of the castle to the bishop of Münster and the earl of Lohn tried to sell his 
share to the earl of Gelderland, a war broke out between the bishop and the earl of 
Gelderland. The fight lasted for almost two centuries. From 1326, Bredevoort was actually 
part of Gelderland. Between 1326 and 1696 the municipality of Bredevoort repeatedly 
changed ownership during the eighties years war with Spain. 


The Big Explosion: 

In 1646, lightning hit the gunpowder tower of the castle of 
Bredevoort, causing an explosion that destroyed the castle |. 
and the town, killing Lord Haersolte of Bredevoort and his № 
family, as well as others. Only one son, Anthonie, who = 
was not home that day, survived. The former municipality S$ 
of Bredevoort was comprised of the city, the castle cE 
Bredevoort, and the villages of 

Aalten, Dinxperlo and Winterswijk. After centuries of 
war, its fortifications were demolished by its residents. In ў # 
1818, the municipality of Bredevoort was dissolved to The ruins of Bredevoort castle. 
become part of the city Bredevoort under the newly 

formed municipality Aalten. 


Bredevoort Schittert: 

This a light festival that takes place in the town of Bredevoort, Netherlands. The event is 
held annually and is organized by the town’s residents. The theme for the 2023 edition of 
the festival is “Back to the 90s” . The festival will be held from September 22 to September 
24, 2023 '. Visitors can expect to see many illuminated buildings and interactive structures 
inspired by the 90s decade. There will also be street performances by bands and theater 
groups. 


Book Market: 
Five times per year Bredevoort holds 
an international Book Market where 
some 40 stalls are filled with books 
from Dutch & German book sellers. 
The market takes place around the 
culturally important Koppelkerk 
(Koppel Church). Twice a year there 
is a book fair with 24 stalls from 
Dutch & German booksellers. This 
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too takes place near the Koppelkerk. Bredevoort prides itself on having various antique 
books and different language books which include English Language books. It also holds 
old forgotten books in various languages. 


It has a really quaint medieval 
restaurant which brings you back to 
an earlier period in time. 


The town has it’s own Brewery De 
Borghman. 


Bredevoort was a garrison town since | 
the middle ages and has had a 
Schutterij since those times. A 
Schutterij is a local militia which was 
formed to keep order and protect its || 
citizens. In 1901 these Militia groups _ 
were officially cancelled. However in _ 
many places, voluntary militia groups CS 

were formed. These were more used 

as continuation of folklore and culture. They celebrate an annual festival where they all 
come together and compete as to who 15 the sharpest shooter. That person becomes king 
shooter for a year. They also appear at local fairs and usually also have a brass band and 
vendeliers (bannermen). Bredevoort’s schutterij is called Wilhelmina after the late Queen 
Wilhelmina. The first written record of this schutterij was found in the Aaltensche Courant 
of 25th October 1905. 


The tradition dates back to 1898 when a big 
~ Celebration occurred at the crowning of Queen 
Wilhelmina. The town had many festivities 
including a Fair and a procession through the 
=~ town of the Fanfare (Brass Band), Vendeliers 

Р (Bannermen) and Schutterij (Militia). Colourful 
uniforms are worn and this festivity continues
